since 1892, commencing with the cap- 
ital fight between Helena and Acocon- 
da a year later and extending down 
to the . 
by these mining kings in the battle 
for supremacy. The first estrangement 
which occurred between Mr. Clark and 
Mr. Daly was over a water right i« 
the Butte camp. The fight started in 
earnest in 1892. 
Senator Clark won 


out for Helena as against Mr. Daly, 
who espoused the cause of Anaconda 
In the capital fight, and in 1898 when 
Mr. Clark became a 
candidate for 


the United States senate Marcus Daly 
made the fight of his life to prevent 
his former friend from wearing the 
senatorial toga 
Senator 
Clark was 


elected to the . senate, later unseated 
by the committee on elections and 
privileges. Two years after he went 
before the people of the state for a 
vindication and was at the subsequent 
session of the legislature sent to the 
United States senate. 


Hardly thirty days had elapsed after 


the election of the entir.e Clark dem- 
ocratic ticket in Montana in 1900 that 
Marcus Daly, and old Comstocker, and 
one of the greatest mining kings of his 
time, passed away. Mr. Daly died in 
New Tork during the first waek in De- 
c-ember. His death recorded a conclud- 
ing chapter of what had been one of 
the greatest political fights of recent 
times. Millions, and the exact sum will 
never be known, were spent during the 
years that the Clark-Daly fight waged 
in Montana.

The ledge is about two feet in width 
and the news of the find has created 
interest around Eureka. .Johnnie Mc- 
Naughton of Ruby Hill han also made 
a rich strike A big shipment was made 
last week and others are to follow. The 
rock carries high 
values' in gold. 


Charles Broy, the postmaster, has just 
had an eastern expert examining prop- 
erties he owns around Eureka. Otto 
Mau last week made a rich 'strike on 
the road between Eureka and Dia- 
mond. He broke open a boulder and it 
carries high values in silver. As a re- 
sult of this find every foot of ground in 
that section has been staked.
